erstwhile principal of the public school 
at Burbank, made yesterday before 
Judge Trask and a lunacy commission 
called to pass upon his state of mind. 

Boehncke is a young fellow who 
graduated from the Normal School in 
1900. and after teaching at Cahuenga 
for a year, heid the position of prin- 
cipal there for the ensuing two years. 
Then he was appointed principal of the 
Burbank School, and remained there 
for seven months, when he felt ill and 
run don and came to the city for 
treatment. But he did not advise his 
family of what step he had taken, and 
in due course he was sent out to Bier- 
ra Madre as being out of his head. The 
officers who went to arrest him had 
their work cut out for them, and it 
took three men to hold Beehncke 
down. The allegations that he resist- 
ed arest and heid uncertain religious 
views were made the chief causes of 
his arraignment on the insanity 
charge, but these he disposed of very 
satisfactority. 

After having satiefied the court as to 
his religious let. the accused stated 
that he was brought up in the Luth- 
eran church, but at Cahuenga he went 
to the Methodist Church, as that was 
the only denomination having a place 
of ip handy. 

“But I frequently to the Catho- 
le Church,” said Boehncke, “for I can 
worship just as well in one as another. 
Sometimes, too, I go out into the fields 
and there I find a place of worship 
just as truly and just as profitable as 
within the stone walls of the churches. 
The Constitution of the United States 
assures to everyone the right to wor- 
ship as he or she likes, and I am not 
aware that there is anything excep- 
tional about my views, seve that my 
only creed is the Golden Rule.” 

He passed muster on theology, but 
was asked why he had cut out such 
a hot fight for the arresting officers. 
if he was certain in his own mind that 
he was competent. 

“Tf the officere had come to the 
house in their uniforms or had shown 


their stars, I would have submitted 
at once, but when I saw some men— 
apparentiy civillans—come up on the 
veranda and attempt to hold me up I 
resisted—why shouldn't I resist?

XEMPT HOUSEHOLD GOODS. 
The recent Republican State Con- 
vention at Santa Cruz performed one 
meritorious act when it adopted a res- 
olution reading as follows: 
| “We recommend the adoption of the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
empowering the Legislature to revise 
the codes by a single act, and the fur- 
ther proposed amendment designed to 
exempt from taxation household fur- 
niture to the value of $100.” 

There is not much doubt probably 
that this amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the State will be ratified when 
it comes before the people to be voted 
upon. A household exemption of not 
less than $200 or $300 would be even 
more in conformity to the wishes of a 
majority of the people. Under the law 
as it now stands, the personal prop- 
erty tax is inquisitorial, and the visits 
of the Assessor are more or less of- 
tensive. The proper performance of 
his duties obliges the Assessor to enter 
every home, the humble and the pre- 
tentious alike, and to take an inven- 
tory of its belongings. Every impor- 
tant article of furniture is taken note 
of, and many embarrassing (often in- 
delicate) questions are asked, which, 
of course, it is the duty of the house- 
holder to answer truthfully and civilly. 

The Assessor's visits to some of the 
pitiful little homes to be found in Los 
Angeles—as in all cities of its class— 
are often distressing. The evidences 
of hard and relentless poverty may be 
apparent on every „ with the 
mouths of hungry chil to be fed, 
with the furniture scant and mean, and 
all the indications of a stern struggie 
for a bare subsistence to be seen on 
every side. Yet to these homes of pov- 
erty and want the Assessor and tax- 
gatherer must needs go, to exact from 
the tenants the last tribute that can 
be exacted on the worn-out sewing mh- 
chine and the dilapidated furniture. 
A sy’tem which probes so far into 
the home life of the citizens is in- 
quisitorial and wrong. In most of the 
States of the Union there is a reason- 
able exemption for household furniture 
and personal property. There should 
be such an exemption in all the States 
of this great and prosperous nation. 
Where personal property is found in 
large and valuable quantities, it 
should manifestly bear its just pro- 
portion of the common burden of tax- 
ation. But most States of the Union 
have found it to be to the public in- 
terest to draw a line in this matter be- 
yond which the inquisitions of the Tax 
Collector shall not be allowed to go, 
ane people of California are soon to 
vote upon placing the limit of house- 
hold exemption at 5100. In all con- 
selence, this is low enough, and the 
great majority of voters will undoubt- 
edly take this view of the question. 


UPID IN THE. COURTS. 
An interesting and remarkable ac-

Plaintiff makes 
no demands for injured affections, for 
his heart appears to have come out of 
the engagement unscathed, although 
his face may have been powder- 
touched in spots. : 

Plaintiff does not propose to lose the 
time and money which he claims to 
have spent in winning the heart of fair 
Annie, especially. as papa is well able 
to pay, and eccordingly be sues for 
courtship expenses, giving an itemized 
account of outlay for postage, fruit, 
flowers, cab hire, etc. He also puts 
in a claim for the difference between 
his living expenses after he became 
engaged to defendant's daughter and 
what they would have been if he had 
never met her. He says that Annie’s 
papa bought a new house which he in- 
tended to present to his daughter 
when she was married. Into this 
house plaintiff moved (reason not 
clearly set forth) and was obliged to 
spend much money in maintaining the 
large establishment. 

But the most remarkable claim is his 
charge for 46% hours spent in Annie's 
company, for which he asks $2 an hour, 
or a total of $930.

IGTAILS. 

The fact that a great 
men in this country are dispensing 
with their queues ér pigtails, through 
the influence of a new reform society 
called the Bong Wong Woy, is really 
a matter that should demand more than 
a passing notice from any one inter- 
ested in the history and progress of 
the human race.

It was 
almost as much @ part of the man as 
the nose on his face and he would as 
soon think of parting with the one as 
with the other. In fact, he would part 
with his nose or any other member of 
his body much more readily than with 
his queue, for it was his firm belief 
that if he parted with that appendage 
all hopes of ever entering heaven 
would forever vanish from him. 

The connection between the pigtail 
and the Chinaman’s celestial longings 
recalis an instance when the matter 
was made a subject for the decision of 
the United States courts. In the early | 
70˙ an ordinance was passed by the 
city of San Francisco to the effect that 
whenever a Chinaman was convicted 
of a crime one of the penalties should 
de the decapitation of his -qrene. The 
passage of such a law threw-the Mon- 
golians into the most tremendous ex- 
citement and they at once took steps 
to overthrow it. They took it into the 
courts and finally submitted their case 
to Justice Fields, then sitting in San 
Francisco as a Federal judge. He de- 
claed that the ordinance was in con- 
fiict with the Constitution of the 
United States, inasmuch as the wearing 
of a pigtail was a religious rite and 
that, as such, it could not be interfered 
with. ‘

Prominent in Business and Society 
and Dabbling a Little in Politics. 
Mongeliane Cutting Off Their 
Queues and Adopting Oriental Cus- 
_tome—Talk With Chinese Minister. 


— — 


[Boston Transcript:} Sir Chentung 
Liang-Cheng, the accomplished succes- 
sor of Wu Ting-fang as Chinese Minis- 
ter to the United States, has just re- 
turned to Washington from a visit to 
the City of Mexico, where he pre- 
sented his credentials as Ministers A 
Chinese envoy in this quarter of the 
globe is expected to serve at several 
capitals, by dividing time among them. 

“I was greatly entertained and edi- 
fied by my visit to Mexico,” said the 
Chinese Minister, in a pleasant infer- 
yiew. President Diaz, with whom I 
had several conversations, impressed 
me with hig great breadth of view and 
devotion to the interests of his country. 
He is a remarkable man, whose views 
are not only broad enough to cover his 
oquntry, but to take in the subjects 
that are of benefit in advancing the 
whole race. His attitude toward the 
Chinese ts typically UMberal. “The Chi- 
nese,’ he told me, ‘are among the best 
people who are coming to Mexige, and 
we heartily welcome them. They are 
workers, and their industry. frugality 
and ability are valuable in building up 
the country.’ 

ENGAGING N BUSINESS. 

“The Chinese are scattered every- 
where t the temperate parts of 
Mexico,” continued the Minister, and 
are rapidly becoming a factor in its 
business life. They are inclined to be- 
come Mexicaniged intermar- 
riage and the adoption ef Mexican dress 
and habits. While officially I could not 
encourage this, | informed my country- 
men there that if they chose to 
citizens of Mexico, and meant to obey 
the laws of that country, my govern- 
ment would enter ‘@bjection. The 
Chinese stand much. er in Mexicé 
than in the United States, and in time 
I believe will be prominent politically, 
and even socially, The Mexican people 
have no prejudice st them, but, 
on the contrary, are inclined to receive 
them as equals. Many Chinese in Mex- 
ico, I noticed, had cut off their queues, 
donned western dregs, and had married 
Mexican women. At first th work 
on plantations for wages, but in time 
they acquire holdings of their awn, 
either plantations or enter- 
prises. Most of them are very — 
ous. I pointed out to that a con- 
siderable percentage the Chinese in 
New York and Boston were without 
work and living on the bounty of their 
countrymen. The Chinese in the 
9 ee States are restricted to narrow 
limits for/a livelihood, and meet the 
powerful opposition of the labor unions 
whenever they try to branch out. In 
Mexico every avenue is open. 

ASKED TO BE MAYOR. 

“As an example of the standing al- 
ready acquired by some of my country- 
men, I shall mention Wong Fun Chuck, 
a very successful merchant at Torreon. 
He called on me ahd surprised me by 
saying that he had been asked to be- 
come Mayor of the city. He sought my 
advice,. desifing to know whether it 
would be against the wishes of the Chi- 
nese government for him to enter into 
politics: Not at all,’ I assured him. 
‘On the contrary, the government will 
be pleased to learn that one ot its peo- 


ple has been honored by the citizens of

thought that Chinese immigrants wouid | 


be unwelcome, as they are principally 
agricultural laborers. But I found that 
the Cuinese receive higher wages then

A STUDE 
ANSWER.—There is a book you 
have—one of the “Science Prim- 
ers. Chemistry; by Sir H. E. Roscoe, 
F. R. S8.“ No clearer Mlustratlous can be 
given than to quote, partly, therefrom: 
All the various 
liquid or gaseous; animal. 
vegetable or mineral, are composed of 
one or more of sixty-seven (now seven- 
ty-eight,) elementary or simple sub- 
stances. No one of these can be con- 
verted into any other one, nor has any 
one of these ever been split up into two 
different new things. ... These ele- 
ments ‘unite together to form compound 
bodies, . »« the weight of the com- 
pound is always exactly the sum of 
the weights of the elements. A bal- 
ance must be used for weighing bodies 
Chemists have to weigh every- 
thing they wish to examiné, and thus 
to find aut What weight of each 
element is contained in the compound. 
Now the “combining weight" of the ele- 
ment oxygen is 16. That of the ele- 
ment is 1. Sixteen ports by 
weight of oxygen and two parts by 
weight of hydrogen make up eighteen 
parts by weight of water, mines water 
always contains its elements in these 


fixed (combination in definite propor- 


tions) proportions. same thing is 
true for all other chemical compound 
—they all tain thelr elements in 
fixed proportions. If we wish to set 
16 pounds of oxygen we can do so by 
taking 216 pounds of the red oxide of 
mercury, and after obtaining the oxy- 
gen we have left 200 pounds af metal- 
lic mercury, in other words, chemists 
obtain from the 216 pounds of the oxide, 
by weight, 16 parts of oxygen and 200 
parts of mercury. ..Ote also that the 
“combining weight of the elements” 
for oxygen, is 16, and for mercury, 200, 
Thus you learn that all the elements 
combine with each other in fixed (defi- 
nite) proportions by weight, and the 
numbers representing these proportiuns 
are called the “combing weights of 
the elements.“ The chemical. symbol 
(or shorthand of chemigtry) that stands 
for the red okide of mercury, is simply, 
Hg. O, this not only tells you that the 
compound contains oxygen and mer- 
cury (the latter, in Latin, is known as 
hydrargyrum,) but it also tells you how 
much oxygen and how much mercury 
the body contains, because you remem- 
ber that O, means 16 and Hg. means 
200: so that the chemical symbol, or 
formula, is most useful as expressing 
not only the qualitative composition 
(or what the body contains.) but also 
the quantative composition (or how 
much of each thing the body-centains.)
